Be it enacted by the Legislative Jssembly of the Terrilory of
Minnesoic : That Peters, the present President, F. Guiner, Treas
wrer, Karcher, Secretary, Charles Rauch, W. Schwie, Henry
Stachle, Domonwich Trayer, Peter Keohlen, Philiﬁ Constans, John
Goez, Aignes Boetinigere, Jul. Broelser, C. A. Dussler, H. Ese-
le, Paul Faber, C. Fuehs, Jul.
